THE LITTLE FOXES THAT SPOIL THE VINES 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

Many Christian people entertain the notion that 
apostasy from the truth begins with a denial of one or more 
of the fundamentals of the faith, such as the infallibility 
of the Bible, the deity of Christ, or the efficacy of His 
redemptive work. The moral aspect of apostasy, they 
suppose, comes about in much the same way. 

This view is not wholly correct, for apostasy generally 
begins, not with holding, but with condoning spiritual or 
moral error. 

Eve fell into sin, not by denying what God had said but 
by listening to Satan. 

In the Song of Solomon, the Shulamite damsel, 
doubtless quoting the words of Solomon, her beloved 
bridegroom, notes that the vineyards are in full blossom. 
Soon the grapes will be ripe for the marriage feast. But 
a danger threatens the harvest: “the foxes, the little foxes 
that spoil the vines.” These must without fail be “taken,” or 
caught (Song of Solomon 2:15). 

What a striking lesson we have here! How often God’s 
people have stood at the threshold of great blessing, the 
refreshing odor of an abundant spiritual harvest in the air 
when, alas, all has been lost — not through a frontal attack 
by the adversary, but by those wily little foxes that had 
been permitted to spoil the vines. Some doctrine or practice 
clearly unscriptural and subversive of spiritual blessing, 
had been condoned when, like the little foxes of Solomon’s 
song, they should have been caught and disposed of.

Due to Superstorm 
Sandy, the Columbus Ships, 
‘Pinta’ and ‘Nina’ will now 
open in Maysville on Thurs., 
Nov. 22nd. The ships will be 
docked at Limestone Land¬ 
ing, intersection of E. Mc¬ 
Donald Parkway and Lime¬ 
stone St., near Hwy 62, until 
their departure early morning 
Mon., Dec. 3rd. 

The ‘Nina’was built com¬ 
pletely by hand and without 
the use of power tools. Ar¬ 
chaeology magazine called 
the ship “the most histori¬ 
cally correct Columbus rep¬ 
lica ever built.” The “Pinta” 
was recently built in Brazil to 
accompany the ‘Nina’ on all 
of her travels. She is a larger 
version of the archetypal car¬ 
avel. Historians consider the 
caravel the Space Shuttle of 
the fifteenth century. 

Both ships tour together 
as a new and enhanced ‘sail¬ 
ing museum’ for the purpose 
of educating the public and 
school children on the ‘cara¬ 
vel’ , a Portuguese ship used 
by Columbus and many ear¬ 
ly explorers to discover the 
world. 

While in Port, the gen¬ 
eral public is invited to visit 
the ships for a walk-aboard, 
self-guided tour. Admission 
charges are $8.00 for adults, 
$7.00 for seniors, and $6.00 
for students 5-16.

HOW LED SCREENS 
INHIBIT SLEEP 


If you are spending an 
inordinate amount of time at night 
looking at the backlit LED screens 
of most computers (including 
tablets and smartphones) and 
many flatscreen TV’s, they may 
be interfering with your ability 
to sleep. LED screens emit 
blue light, which plays a role in 
promoting sleep. The body’s 
sleep/wake cycle is affected by 
the pineal gland’s secretion of 
melatonin, the hormone that is 
produced nightly to promote 
drowisiness. Exposure to light 
(notably blue light) during the 
day suppresses the production 
of melatonin, which is why 
lack of light at night helps us to 
sleep. However, if the eyes are 
exposed to LED screens that 
produce enough blue light to turn 
off melatonin production, sleep 
suffers.

BC Schools Unbridled Learning 
Accountability Results Released 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education has re¬ 
leased the 2011-2012 Unbri¬ 
dled Learning Accountability 
Results. This marks the first 
release of scores using the 
new Kentucky Performance 
Rating for Educational Prog¬ 
ress (K-PREP) Assessment 
and the Unbridled Learning 
Accountability Model. 

The Bracken County 
Schools have worked hard 
implementing the new Com¬ 
mon Core Standards in the 
elementary through high 
school. Our continued goal is 
to have every student college 
and career ready by the time 
they graduate. We continue 
to strengthen our instruc¬ 
tional practices each day and 
will continue to emphasize a 
strong reading and math cur¬ 
riculum for all grade levels. 

We plan to celebrate 
and acknowledge the suc¬ 
cess many of our students 
achieved. We also acknowl¬ 
edge that we have areas that 
need improvement. We will 
begin work in these areas 
immediately to ensure that 
we are effectively educating 
our children. We have many 
tough challenges facing us in 
the years to come as we con¬ 
tinue to use the Common Core 
Standards. Our students and 
staff are very resilient, and 
will meet these challenges as 
they are presented, to ensure 
that all students graduate col¬ 
lege and career ready. 

At Bracken County High 
School, the staff and stu¬ 
dents are excited to celebrate 
that BCHS currently ranks 
in the top 71 % of all public 
high schools in the state of 
Kentucky, classifying it as a 
Proficient school BCHS stu¬ 
dents made overwhelming 
improvements in a multitude 
of areas. 

English, the percent of 
students scoring Proficient 
and Distinguished on the End 
of Course Exam was 71.6%, 
this is 19.4% above the state 


average of 52.2% 

Math, the percent of stu¬ 
dents scoring Proficient and 
Distinguished on the End of 
Course Exam is 63.4%, this 
is 23.4% above the state aver¬ 
age score of 40%. 

The average ACT score 
showed significant gains in 
all areas, with an increase in 
the average composite score 
from 17.4 to 18.7. 

Areas identified for im¬ 
provement are Science and 
Social Studies. BCHS stu¬ 
dents and staff will continue 
to work diligently to improve, 
and to produce a graduate that 
will be successful in the glob¬ 
al community. 

At Bracken County Mid¬ 
dle School, Reading (grade 7 
& 8), Writing Mechanics, and 
Science scores were above 
the state mean. BCMS will 
continue to address moving 
more students from the Ap¬ 
prentice level to Proficient at 
all grade levels and continue 
Novice reduction. 

At Taylor Elementary, 
the staff is excited to have the 
results of this new innova¬ 
tive test. They feel it will al¬ 
low them to better fine tune 
their teaching to benefit their 
students. They were pleased 
with the science, writing and 
social studies scores. 

• Science scores were 6.5 
points above the state mean 

• Writing scores were 7.1 
points above the state mean 

• Social studies scores 
were 4.3 points above the 
state mean 

Scores fell slightly short 
in the areas of reading and 
math. Taylor has plans to 
adopt a math program that 
will allow for better alignment 
of the curriculum and will 
help to provide interventions 
for students who fall above 
or below the typical content 
level at a given grade. Taylor 
has also implemented a more 
rigid reading intervention 
program using data to drive 
all instructional decisions.

Kentucky State Police 
kicks off a six-month fall, 
holiday, and New Year en¬ 
forcement campaign called 
Operation R.A.I.D. (Remove 
Aggressive, Impaired and 
Distracted drivers from Ken¬ 
tucky Roadways).

paign will have both an en¬ 
forcement and educational 
component to assist in get¬ 
ting the message out to mo¬ 
torists. “We will have more 
visible enforcement in crash 
corridors, more roving pa¬ 
trols, and an increase in 
safety checkpoints across the 
state,” adds Miniard. “Posts 
will utilize best practices for 
which they have had the most 
success and combine current 
crash data to identify targeted 
enforcement zones.” 

“Each post will be chal¬ 
lenged to utilize their Public 
Affairs Officers as an out¬ 
reach tool to the communi¬ 
ty,” says Miniard. “Through 
media and education we can 
get our message out while 
providing the public with 
safe driving resources.” 

Miniard says the cam¬ 
paign focus is on reducing 
the loss of life on Kentucky 
highways. “This program 
is not about writing tickets, 
it is about enforcing traffic 
laws and bringing awareness 
to dangerous driving behav¬ 
iors that cause crashes,” adds 
Miniard.

When considering the 
total number of students in 
our state, only a small ma¬ 
jority get the opportunity to 
represent their school in a 
state championship.

PFC Eugene Estep awarded 
Distinguished Service Cross 


The family of Bracken 
Countian, Eugene Estep, is 
pleased to acknowledge his 
posthumous awarding of the 
Distinguished Service Cross for 
actions during the Korean War. 

Private First Class Eugene 
Estep (ASN:RA 15378435), 
United States Army, was award¬ 
ed the medal for extraordinary 
heroism in connection with mili¬ 
tary operations against an armed 
enemy of the United Nations 
while serving with Company 
H, 3d Battalion, 187 th Airborne 
Regimental Combat Team, 11 th 
Airborne Division. 

Private First Class Estep 
distinguished himself by ex¬ 
traordinary heroism in action 
against the enemy aggressor 
forces in the vicinity of Parun- 
ni, Korea on 25 March 1951. On 
that date, the machine-gun sec¬ 
tion of Company H, of which 
Private Estep was a member, 
was attached to Company G of 
the regiment to give supporting 
fire in repulsing a strong and de¬ 
termined enemy counter attack. 
When the section moved into 
position, the enemy immedi¬ 
ately placed heavy, accurate fire 
on the machine-gun positions 
and launched several “banzi” 
attacks against the section in an 
effort to kock out all automatic 
weapons. 

During the charges, both 
the gunner and assistant gunner 
in Private Estep’s squad were 
seriously wounded. Private 





Estep, an ammunition bearer, 
immediately, manned the gun, 
single-handedly moved into a 
new location, and opened fire 
from a flanking position which 
caught the enemy completely 
by surprise and inflicted heavy 
casualties on the attacking 
force, turning their attack into 
a complete rout. Heedless of his 
exposed position he remained in 
the position firing until he was 
mortally wounded by enemy 
rifle fire. 

After the attack was re¬ 
pulsed and the position of the 
company secured, thirty enemy 
dead and twenty wounded were 
counted near Private Estep’s po¬ 
sition as a result of his deadly 
machine-gun fire. 

PFC Estep was the son of 
Anderson Todd Estep and Nellie 
Nickerson Estep. He was hon¬ 
ored at Fort Campbell by having 
a museum named after him.
